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Response to Afterfinal Amendment 

The proposed amendment afterfinal will not be entered because it introduces new issues. 
The addition of claims 14 and 15 introduces new issues under 1 12 second paragraph. Both claims 
14 and 15 lack a proper correlation step. The preambles recite methods of prognostication and 
obtaining guidance yet the correlation step does not incorporate the latter. Further, if claim 14 
included the latter, it would be identical to claim 1 . 

The proposed amendments inserting that the complete coding region is sequenced and 
compared introduces new issues which have not previously been considered. 

The proposed amendments would overcome the rejections under 1 12 second paragraph of 

record. 

Applicants arguments would be found persuasive with regard to the rejection of Claim 2 
and dependent claim 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The proposed amendments would overcome the rejection of Claims 1-11 and 13 under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, but the rejection would be applied to new claim 15. 

Applicants arguments with regard to the 103 rejections introduce new issues, since the 
advantages of considering full length versus parts of p53, irrespective of nodal status, have not 
been heretofore considered.
